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MPEROR WILLIAM'S new min- 
ister of foreign affairs, Arthur 
Zimmermann, who has just been 
appointed to take the place of 
Von Jagow, differs from all his 
predecessors in office—save perhaps the 
late Baron Kiderlen-Waechter—by his 
bourgeois birth and origin. Until now 
the possession of blue blood has been 
considered at Berlin as a sine qua non 
for the direction of the foreign rela- 
tions of the empire, and there is no 
doubt that his nomination is a conces- 
sion to the popular demand in Germany. 
Zimmermann is a very able man, a 
native, not of East Prussia, as has been 
alleged, but of Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
which shares with Hamburg the credit 
of producing the ablest business men of 
the empire. He entered the German 
consular service in China, and so greatly 
distinguished himself during the Boxer 
troubles seventeen years ago as consul 
general and commissioner at Tientsin 
that he was summoned home to take 
of the far eastern bureau at the 
department of foreign affairs at Berlin. 
During a temporary mission as charge 
Waffaires of the embassy at Madrid 
he succeeded in worming out of the 
then Spanish undersecretary of state, 
M. de Ofeda, the secret treaties con- 
cluded by Spain with France, in Octo- 
ber, 1904, and September, 1905, the di- 
vulgation thereof resulting in an inter- 
national crisis, which almost precipi- 
tated a Franco-German war, which was 
only averted through France's dismis- 
sal of her foreign minister, Delcasse, 
who had negotiated these treaties with 
Spein, from his post of minister of for- 
eign affairs. 

Subsequently Dr. Zimmermann became 
assistant undersecretary of state, and 
then assistant secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, in which capacity he de- 
clared the other day to an American 
interviewer that he regarded the liber- 
alization of Germanys methods of gov- 
ernment as inevitable. ‘

has just succumbed in the hospital at 
Versailles to an illness contracted in the 
‘trenches at the front, where he was 
commanding a regiment of infantry, 
was a veteran of the war of 1870, and 
a grandeon of the first Emperor Na- 
poleon. There was no question poasi- 
ble as to his lineage, since it is a mat- 
ter of historical record, and his father, 
the well known sfatesman and all-pow- 
erful minister of Napoleon III., was pub- 
licly and officially recognized by the 
latter as being the offspring of the 
great emperor. 

The late Charles Walewski won the 
cross of the Legion of Honor on the 
battlefield in 1870, afterwards served as 
military attaché of the French legation 
at Peking during very troublous times, 
and at the outbreak of the present war 
was one of the managing directors of 
the great French financial concern 
known as the Credit Lyonnais, from 
which he resigned in order to return to 
the army. winning promotion in the 
Order of the Legion ‘of Honor, in the 
fighting before Verdun. He married a 
daughter of that Gen. Douay who was 
one of the principal commanders of the 
war with Germany forty years ago, but 
leaves no children. 

It may be remembered that at the 
time of the first Emperor Napoleon's 
greatest glory and power, when he was 
passing through Warsaw. one of the 
most beautiful of young Polish women 
aroused his admiration and was per- 
suaded by her leading fellow country- 
men and by the most eminent members 
of the Nationalist party at Warsaw, 
which aimed at the restoration of the 
kingdom of Poland, through the help of 
France, to sacrifice™her honor, like 
Judith of old, on the altar of patriot- 
iam. She was the wife of the aged 
Count Athanasius Walewski, nearly fifty 
years her senior, and bore to

No one in Poland dreamed at first of 
blaming Countess Athanastus Walewska 
for having “yielded to the French em- 
peror. Indeed, she was an object of 
universal gratitude and praise on the 
part of the Poles until it became ap- 
parent that Napoleon's sun had set and 
that it was beyond his power to do any- 
thing in the way of restoring the inde- 
pendence of Poland. Then, and then 
only, did her Polish husband, Count 
Athanasius Walewski, divorce her, and, 
not content therewith, took legal steps to 
disavow the paternity of the son borne 
by his wife to the emperor, which, under 
the circumstances, was hardly neces- 
sary. but which had the effect of pre- 
venting the appearance of the name of 
her son in the pages of Polish, Russian, 
German, and Austrian Peerages and 
Gothas, devoted to the numeration of 
members of the noble house of Walew- 
ski. 

Countess Athanasius Walewska, after 
her divorce, married the emperor's aid- 
de-camp, Gen. d’Ornano of the French 
army, by whom she had no children. 
She spent some time with Napoleon on 
the island of Elba and died in 1816. 
Her son by Napoleon I. was always 
treated by Napoleon III., both prior 
and subsequent to his becoming em- 
peror of the French, as a near rela- 
tive, and like Napoleon's half brother, 
the late Duc de Morny, was one of his 
most useful and trusted councilors. He 
was, in turn, senator, ambassador to 
the court of St. James, minister of for- 
eign affairs, premier, and president of 
the national legislature, while his sec- 
ond wife, of Italian birth, was grand 
mistress of the household and court of 
Empress Eugenie. 

Count Alexander Walewski was twice 
married—on the first occasion to Lady 
Montagu, daughter of the fourth Earl 
of Sandwich. She died after three years 
of marriage, leaving no children. And 
then commenced the romance between 
the count and the famous actress, Ra- 
chel, who bore him a son, who gave 
him a great deal of trouble, but who, of 
course, did not inherit his title. This 
son entered the consular service of 
France and died as consul general at 
Naples.

Then Count Alexander Walewski mar- 
ried an extremely beautiful woman, 
daughter of the Tuscan Count and 
Countess Ricci, who was the mother of 
the gallant old soldier whose life has 
Just been brought to a close.

Nor is there anything better than 
Miss Ryan's demeanor in this crisis. 
She is just beginning to get on your 
nerves a bit with her sugary blithe- 
ness when she discovers that her hand- 
some lover is a bandit instead of an 
heir. So her perplexity changes to 
dismay and then to horror and she 
swoons, very much like any pretty 
stenographer would swoon in similar 
circumstances. They carry her out to 
the ambulance, while Carroll, the plain 
clothes man, ransacks her trunk and 
finds the jeweled necklace.

We now proceed, after eight years, 
to Kansas City and enter the co 
dious home of Harvey Lake, a sterling 
young railway operator, the man who 
has made the Missouri Central what it 
is today.

As Mrs. Lake 
looks out of the window she sees him 
in his car, and she faints again. From 
the dining room come the words of 
a toast. They are drinking to Harvey 
Lake and his future career in the city 
of New York. i

Mr. Marcin, the composer of “ The 
House of Glass,“ resents the report- 
ers when they tell the stories of his 
plays. He believes that. the audiences 
would have much more fun in the 
theater if they didn’t know what was 
going to happen to the people on the 
stage. He thinks plays ought to be 
kept secret. But one fears that so 
thrilling a congeries of events as those 
in The House of Glass” is bound to 
become bruited about. So I might as. 
well tell you that one day in Harvey 
Lake’s New York City residence his 
wife comes face to face with the 
tenacious and retributive Carroll. 

I have nothing but admiration for 
the way in which Miss Ryan and Mr. 
Findlay illustrate this situation. As 
the fact dawns upon the policeman's 
mind that the woman for whom he has 
been looking for ten years is the wife 
of an imposing New York railroad 
magnate, his expression, while scarcely 
changing, tells an eloquent story of 
his emotions. Miss Ryan does not 
faint, I believe, until several minutes 
afterward. When she recovers she 
confesses, and there is the devil to pay.

For Harvey Lake is a stern fellow 
and he abhors a criminal even more 
than he does a rebate. The governor. 
of the state of New York, the presi- 
dent and the directors of his road, 
have pleaded with him to cease prose- 
cuting a clerk who has stolen money, 
and he resigns rather than do so. He 
is a mean guy. He is so mean a guy 
that I think Mr. Marcin’s so-called 
happy ending, wherein the twain are 
reconciled, is a most deplorable conclu- 
sion.

FINDS 33 CENTS | 


DAILY ENOUGH | 
TO FEED SQUAD 


Robertson Discovers Cost Per 
Person Is Below 40 Cents 
for the First Week. 


ertson yesterday figured out the item- 
ized cost of serving his 40 cent meals 
to the diet squad for the first week of 
the high cost of living test. 

The result of this was the discovery 
that the actual cost of foodstuffa, with- 
out allowance for fuel, light, service, or 
other overhead charges, was 33 2-3 cents 
per capita a day. This was a surprise, 
as the health commissioner himself had 
previously estimated that it would run 
nearer to 40 cents. 

Economies were made by purchasing 
in large amounts, thus saving in frac- 
tional weights and split nickel” 
charges. All purchases were made at 
loop retail groceries and supply houses, 
where prices are somewhat higher than 
on the west side. Bread was bought in 
10 cent loaves. 


Two Dozen Eggs Used. 

Only two dozen eggs wero used the 
first week, and these were “ firsts,” for 
which the health commissioner paid 40 
and u cents a dozen. The thirty-five 
quarts of milk used, chiefly for cooking, 
cost 9 cents a quart. The flour cost $1.33 
for an eighth of a barrel sack. The 
Sugar cost 7% cents a pound. 

Total expenses for all foodstuffs were 
$34.17, and the supplies still on hand at 
the beginning of the second week were 
valued by Dr. Robertson at $5.89. 


Still Gain in Weight. 

Daily weighing in of the twelve squad 
members showed that they have made a 
total gain of 26% pounds and that the 
average weight has increased from 
152.08 to 154.31. This was too much of 
a gain to suit the health commissioner, 
so he ordered the daily ration cut down 
and the substitution of less fattening 
and less costly foods.

Would Condemn Monopo- 
lized Stores and Let 
Juries Fix Price. 


Trust busting by condemnation suits 
was suggested by Senator James Ham- 
mon Lewis yesterday as a means of 
lowering the high’ cost of living. He 
offered it as an alternative to the plans 
for embargoes, contending embargoes 
would result in retaliatory legislation 
which would bankrupt the commerce of 
the country. 

Senator Lewis is whip of the senate 
ind often looked upon as spokesman fo, 
the Wilson administration in the middle 
west. tie made his suggestion in a let- 
ter to United States District Attorney 
Clyne following a series of conferences 


with the district attorney. The letter is 


taken to be an indication of the method | 

which the administration will use in 

dealing ,with the high cost of living pro 

lem. 2 
Parts of Letter. 

In the letter Senator Lewis says: 

Wherever a life's necessity has been 
monopolized in violation of existing stat- 
utes, and there arise conditions which 
threaten the bodily comfort or life of 
the citizen, the government has the in- 
herent power to seize such commodities 
and to condemn them in behalf of the 
people and place them at the service of 
the people in such manner as shall serve 
the objects of justice. 

“I recommend that wherever facts can 
be established by your department with- 
in your jurisdiction of the monopoly o* 
the necessities of life, that information 
be at once filed by your department be- 
fore an appropriate court, and imme- 
diate orders for seizure, based upon re- 
cital of the lacts, be had by the court 
goods then to be seized, fair and just 
amount to be tendered the possessor. 
and, if declined, the goods to be con- 
demned and the price fixed, after hear- 
ing by all parties concerned, by a jury. 


Rulings of Supreme Court. 

“I have taken the liberty to bring 
your attention to the rulings of the 
Supreme court of the United States upon 
this subject as vindicating your course 
wherever the facts are disclosed as vio- 
lating the public statutes or the law or 
public policy touching the necessities 
of the citizen, essential to the welfare 
of life and the existence of the com- 
munity. 

I beg to recommend that in the event 

of seizure arrangement be made by 
your department under the direction of 
your superiors at Washington by which 
the goods seized, being perishable, shall 
be immediately disposed of in stations 
under the direction of the city or state 
officials who may have food matters in 
their jurisdiction and sold in allotments 
to those whose necessities justify the 
action of the government. 
After this action the government 
can be reimbursed from the money ob- 
tained from the purchasers, and any de- 
ficiency—should there be such—be paid 
out of the general treasury of the gov- 
ernment to meet the verdict of the jury, 
providing just compensation for prop- 
erty taken.” 

If any further laws are needed to 
carry into effect this plan, Senator 
Lewis said he will introduce them or 
have them introduced in the coming ses- 
sion of congress. With such a law in 
existence, the senator said, no food mo- 
nopoly could continue, because the spec- 
ulators would fear to tie up their cap- 
ital in foodstuffs which the government 
could seize.

BOYCOTT ON EGGS 
OPENS NEW YORK 
FIGHT ON PRICES

New York, Nov. 28—New York City’s 
fight to reduce the high cost of living 
began in earnest today with a boycott 
on eggs by thousands of housewives. 
This was followed with à direct appeal 
by the National Housewives’ league to 
President Wilson for the regulation of 
the country’s food supply and meetings 
of federal, state, and city officials and 
investigating committees, as well as va- 
rious civic organizations, at which reso- 
lutions were adopted looking to a speedy 
readjustment of conditions. 


Increase in Suicides. 

A statement issued by Israel Feinberg, 
president of the board of coroners, de- 
clared that “the present high cost of 
living is directly reflected in an increase 
in the number of suicides, deaths from 
lack of proper nourishment, and birth 
control.” 

The board of aldermen adopted a reso- 
lution providing that the committee on 
general welfare be directed to report as 
early as possible “‘a practical plan for 
investigating such conditions, with a 
view of adopting such ordinances, rec- 
ommending such legislation, or taking 
such steps as may be best calculated to 
remedy the evil.” 


“Smash Egg Gamblers.” 
Commissioner Hartigan of weights and 
measures tonight said 700 motion - 
ture houses in the greater city ve 
agreed to display the following notice on 
their screens: 

“Smash the egg gamblers—join the 
egg boycott. It's the man higher up— 
not the retailer. Practice economy in 
use of eggs. Buy only for aged, infirm, 
and children. Decrease the demand and 
watch the price come down. It’s up to 
vou.“ ; 

Sixty-five cents of every dollar paid 
by the consumer for food goes to the 
middleman, according to John J. Dillon, 
commissioner of the New York state 
department of foods and markets, who 
testified today before the Wicks legis- 
lative committee in its investigation into 
the high cost of loving.
